Mr. Greenberq called to inquire about the allowability of new claims 10 and 1 1. Applicant's position Is that these claims 
are merely allowable claims 2 and 3 written in independent form. Upon further review, Mr. Dexter agreed with applicant 
regarding claim 10. However, claim 1 1 contains inconsistencies that raised new issues. Mr. Greenberq stated that these 

inconsistencies were inadvertent and that the claim was intended to include the language of allowable claim 3; for 

example, in line 7, "a linear jack and an eccentric jack " should read -one of a linear jack and an eccentric jack--. Mr. 
Dexter agreed to make such changes by Examiner's amendment and stated that the case appears to be in condition for 
allowance, and that no further response by applicant is required.
